The Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about May 12, 2011 - May 03, 2011 - June 29, 2010 
you or your organization committed the following violation of Federal Regulations: 


9 CFR, SECTION Failure to 


• Establish and maintain adequate veterinary care that includes the use of 
appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, 
and the availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

(June 29, 2010 Dogs 3,60, and 105 had excessively matted haircoats. May 12, 2011 Dog 73 
had an excessively matted haircoat.) 

• Allow APHIS officials to examine records required to be kept by the Act and the 
Regulations. 

(The licensee was not able to locate the written program of veterinary care nor the exercise 
program for review.) 

• Have a responsible adult available to accompany APHIS officials during the 
inspection process, and a room, table or other facilities for examination of records 
and inspection of property or animals for use by APHIS officials if necessary. 

(May 03, 2011 A responsible adult was not available to accompany inspection.) 

• No dog or cat shall be delivered by any person to any carrier or intermediate 
handler for transportation, in commerce, or shall be transported in commerce by 
any person, except to a registered research facility, unless such dog or cat is at least 
$ weeks old and is weaned. 

(Licensee must only sell animals that are transported in commerce if they are 56 days or 
older, or 8 weeks or older.) 

Titles 7 & 9 Code of Federal Regulations were promulgated to help prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and 
diseases and assure the humane treatment of animals. Since violations of the regulations can have serious and costly 
impact detrimental to the public interest, you are warned of this violation. Any further violation of these regulations may 
result in the assessment of a civil penalty or criminal prosecution.
